I! proceeds on the sanitary design of the dairy 
buildings, the inspection theory of utensils rather than the 
entire reliance upon the methods of the operator, is 
doomed to failure. 

I am not arguing against one of those germ-prooi, 
highly polished, white enameled cow parlors, though I 
could never fathom the magnificient technic of such 
highly priced architectural designs in connection with the 
average farmer who receives 3% to 4 cents per quart for 
his milk. I merely argue that the farmer should know his 
conditions sufficient to make use of cleanliness at low 
cost. 

Apropos of a moderate price -dairy, efficient sanitary 
methods guaranteeing pure milk, the most essential thing 
is producing the milk; this means soil and crop rotation. 

Now to illustrate a dairy that goes to the root of the 
matter. At Vineland, New Jersey, the Training School, 
controlled by philanthropic persons for the scientific treat- 
ment of defective children, have established through the 
Superintendent, Professor E. R. Johnstone, a modern 


story construction of double air space tile, with interior 
and exterior cement plaster, the roof is the monitor type 
covered with asbestos shingles except an eight foot width 
running the length of the buildings, which is double thick- 
ness green house glass. Though I have mentioned the 
building as a barr. it mav be called a cow house. There 
is no hay loft. The ceiling is tight, the floors are of 
cement, the walls are whitewashed and kept in this con- 
dition; cobwebs and dirt are not to be found. There are 
forty-six stalls equipped with modern steel stanchions and 
individual feed mangers. Well water is conducted to in- 
dividual troughs and is before the cows at all times. The 
building stands east and west. The glass section of the 
roof and numerous windows admit sunshine to all parts 
of the interior some time during the day. A toilet room 
is provided for the use of the milkers where they wash 
their hands before and after milking each cow. Wood 
shavings and clean straw constitute the bedding arrange- 
ment. Manure is removed two and three times daily to a 
manure house, located eighty yards away. This building

is water proof and consequently holds the liquid manure. 
The floor is of cement and slopes to a slump hole in one 
corner, which is three feet square and four feet deep, from 
which the liquid is drawn by pumping. It was found that 
manure placed in the open lost 50 to 60% of its strength 
through bleaching and heating. Moreover, it was de- 
cidedly unsanitary, being also a breeding place for flies. 
Placing the manure in the house prevents all this, and 
where straw is used as bedding, it has a chance to become 
well decomposed. It is considered more economical to use 
only well rotted manure and place it upon the fields in a 
way that will not conflict with other work. 

There are two silos of the tile type at northern end of 
the cow house, with capacity of 250 tons. The cutter, 
motor and blower are all well protected from the weather 
by a shed. During the cutting season, the walls of this 
shed are unhooked and taken down. All windows and 
doors are screened against the »orst nuisance we have 
to contend with—flies. 

Individual milk records are ke, t, all milk being weighed 
at each milking and taken immediately to the milk house 
some thirty yards away from the cow house. 

All milk is separated before the animal heat leaves it, 
first being strained twice through several thicknesses of 
cheesecloth; as the milk leaves the separator it is aerated 
and cooled, an inclosed cooler being used. 

The essentials for cleanliness are an abundance of 
water so arranged that milking utensils may be readily 
rinsed out and protected from sources of infection. All 
milk pails (small mouthed milk buckets are used) and cans 
are first rinsed in cool water, then in warm water and soda 
and steam dried. They are then kept in a sun shed built 
of glass. Milkers never enter the milk house but hand 
their milk to an attendant who inspects same as it runs 
through the strainer. The cows are brushed and groomed 
from head to foot and previous to milking, the udders are 
washed and dried with a clean towel—all hind quarters, 
udders and tails are clipped. A chemical solution is used 
during summer to free the cows from flies. Milk from 
cows suffering from garget or udder troubles is not used. 
No dusty: feed is fed during milking. All milkers are at- 
tired in white duck union suits, that are laundried daily. 

This method may be resolved into one concrete state- 
ment: Cleanliness. 

Cleanliness in the cow, in the milker, in the utensils and 
in the stable. It is the solution of the whole matter, and 
is extremely low cost when the results are considered. 

Tuberculin tests are frequently made to insure the 
health of the herd. Selection and breeding them, watch- 
ing the weights of butter fat tests of the milk have given 
exceptionally good results. The aim is to breed in such 
a manner that all stock shall spring from good milk pro- 
ducers and each calf born be large, of good constitution, 
from stock free of disease. Simply a case of having an 
ideal type, presenting a rugged, hardy cow, capable of con- 
suming a large amount of roughage and make good use 
of concentrated feeds, returning in exchange a large 
amount of milk and butter. The power of discrimination 
has a lot to do in selecting the breeders. 

The necessity of developing the growth of the calves 
from the time they are dropped, until maturity is fully 
realized, in order to grow into big milk producers. They 
are fed bone and muscle forming food, but never fattened 
until a short time before the heifer drops her first calf.

We utilize some 50 a ng 
ensilage. Effort is made as far as possible to tend prs 
fields conveniently situated to the barns and silos “or 
50 acres previously in corn are divided into three oe 
sized fields. We are about to practice a three veer ce 
rotation of corn, rye and clover. When we first ame 
this rotation, we needed all the corn ensilage we co id 
obtain from fifty acres. After the corn harvest, the ovata 
was fitted for rye, first sowing and harrowing into the 
Then one bushel and a peck of rye was sown to the rity 
This procedure kept our fields in gocd condition a 
serving the soil, fertility also, by preventing leaching. 
The following spring, one-third of the fifty acre field that 
was sown to rye is harrowed well to form a fine seed bed 
about one inch deep, then 8 quarts of medium red clover 
was sown per acre. Another third of the land was pre- 
pared for corn spreading 15 to 18 loads of manure per 
acre. 

In the early part of June, the rye is cut just as it is 
heading out and placed in the silo. If the rye becomes 
very dry, we wet it down with a hose as it goes in; how- 
ever, the better plan is to mow only as fast as it can be 
cleaned up behind the mower or reaper. The main value 
of rye is in its being the earliest green food in the spring. 
The rye from this field furnishes a good crop of ensilage 
but not as good as will be had later then the clover of this 
field will be placed in the silo with the rye of the other 
fields. After cutting the rye, one can usually cut a fair 
crop of sown hay if the season has begun favorably. 

After the corn is harvested, the stubble is again sown 
to rye, leaving a good condition during the winter. The 
next season another third of the portion originally sown 
to rye was seeded to clover, placing as before, one ton of 
lime to the acre, then the fields are in good shape for the 
regular rotation. 

Field 1—lst year, corn; 2nd year, rye and clover; 3rd 
year, clover. 

Field 2—I1st year, rye and clover; 2nd year, clover; 3rd 
year, corn. 

Field 3—1st year, clover; 2nd year, corn; 3rd year, rye 
and clover. 

The one-third portion of land planted to clover one year 
will show up well the next spring, if soil conditions are 
right for it. On this is usually put 10 loads of manure per 
acre, with spreader; the last third of land is covered with 
15 loads per acre, and put in fine shape for corn. A large 
ensilage corn is used, preferably the Eureka variety. The 
one-third of land planted to clover should come on strong 
and produce at the rate of 10 tons of ensilage, or green 
clover, and the one-third portion planted to rye should 
produce the same as clover or about 10 tons green rye 
per acre. 

A word regarding the hay land. The land reserved 
for growing hay is spread either during the fall or winter, 
10 loads of manure per acre. Early in April the teams go 





MODERN EQUIPMENT MAKES ECONOMICAL PRODUCTION 
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: Feeding Dairy Cattle 


By PROF. E. S. SAVAGE 
XI. The Feed Market Outlook for 1916-17 


In this paper and two succeeding ones, the writer will 


endavor to make some statements that will aid in the 
purchase of feeds during the coming season. In this 


paper we will discuss the prices of feeds during the past 
two seasons, July, 1914, to June, 
i915, and July, 1915, to June, 1916. 
From this study some _ conclusion 
may be drawn that will help. 

The greatest single feature which 
affects prices is, of course, supply and 
demand. In this paper we will not at- 
tempt to show what the conditions of 
the crops in the country are at pres- 
ent, nor will we attempt to state what 
the probable demand will be. We wil’ 
merely state what has been the history 
of prices for these two seasons and 
show where it is best to buy. All data 
is taken practically since the influence 
of the war has been felt. In this study 
eleven common feeds are considered. 
The prices are those quoted on the 
20th of each month, wholesale, Roches- 
ter freight rate, by a leading whole- 
sale grain and feed dealer. These have 
been tabulated in the large table to 
show the variation from one month 
to another. This table, while large, is 
yet very simple in its construction and 
shows in a very definite way what 
prices have been.

year when feeds are either low or high, in general, feeds 
are no higher this season than last season. Prices vary 
so that every feeder must watch his chances on the feeds 
that he wishes to purchase and try to stock up with them: 
when they may be purchased below the 
average. Further the low price in each 
year does not seem to be so much be- 
low that average that one can say with 
any certainty that it would pay to stock 
up very far ahead. 

In view of the prices quoted in 
the second table as of date of 
July 8th, 1916, it is suggested that 

the tables be studied in this fash- 

ion. It is evident that corn meal is 
above the average market just now. 
Corn meal is not a good keeper in any 
season. It is likely to be cheaper in 
September or October. It should be 
purchased in quantity only when the re- 
tail price is low enough to correspond 
to a wholesale Rochester price under 
$30.00. The price on hominy is better. 
Perhaps hominy may be a litule cheaper 
later. 

The present price on gluten feed, 
malt sprouts, flour middliugs, distilled 
dried grains, wheat bran and brewers’ 
dried grains are lower now or nearly as 
low as at any time during the first two 
years. The experience of these past

In the second table is given the highest price each year 
and lowest, the average for the year and the latest quo- 
tation July 8, 1916, available to the author when this paper 
was written. The second smaller table is merely an ab- 
Stract from the larger table. The month is also stated 
when the highest and lowest quotations prevailed in each 
year. 


To the writer, the two most striking points in the two 
tables are: There seems to be no general season of the 


wheat bran, distillers’ grains, gluten feed, malt sprouts, 
brewers’ dried grains and oil meal. For those who have 
the cash and ready storage space, it seems to the author 
that it might be a safe proposition to stock up with dis- 
tillers’ dried grains, gluten feed, wheat bran and perhaps 
hominy and oil meal. At any event the market should be 
closely watched by those who can affard to purchase for 
the future to guard against an advance because the above 
feeds are certainly low now compared with the past two 
years.

May Echo Sylvia - A Champion

We often hear used the expression “she stoops to con- 
quer,” but with Sylvia it is different, as “she freshened 
to conquer” all the world’s milk records from one to one 
hundred and twenty days. 

When looking over the figures of Sylvia’s record and 
taking into consideration the fact that she had no spe- 
cial preparation for the great record she has just made, 
also that she was down with a very severe attack of milk

fever, one might well pause and wonder what she would 
have done if all of the conditions had been favorable. She 
is not claimed to be the greatest cow in the world, as that 
cow has not been discovered as yet, but May Echo Sylvia 
is one of the leading lights in the Milk World, and has 
set an example for the other members of the famous Hol- 
stein-Friesian breed that will keep them busy to equal, 
without beating the records already made. By simply 
looking at May Echo Sylvia one would wonder where all 
the milk comes from that she puts into the pail, but when 
you start to examine her milk veins then one realizes 
where all the milk flows from- They are so numerous 
that one finds them on top of each other and it would 
take a day to count all the milk wells, which are found on 
her udder veins. 

May Echo Sylvia is Canada’s first 41-lb. cow and three 
times World’s Champion for milk. As a senior four-year- 
old she gave 759.4 Ibs. milk for seven days, 3133.6 lbs. for 
thirty days. Both of these are world’s records for that 
class, her best day’s milk being 118.6 lbs., a world’s record 
when made. The following year she freshened as a mature 
cow, giving for one day 131 lbs. milk, in seven days 879.2 
lbs., in thirty days 3711.2 lbs., in sixty days 7207.51 Ibs., in 
ninety days 10520.6 lbs., in one hundred days 11600.2 lbs. 
and in one husdred and twenty days 13568.9 Ibs. of milk, 
being world’s records from sixty days up. This year she 
freshened just within the twelve months and not being 
hardly dry or especially fitted, she made the most sensa- 
tional record ever made by any cow of any breed, her best 
day’s milk being 152.1 lbs., in seven days 1005.8 Ibs., thirty 
days 4196.9 Ibs., sixty days 8220.1 lbs., ninety days 11855.1 
Ibs., and one hundred days 12899.8 lbs. This gives her the 
world’s record for milk from one to one hundred and 
twenty days.

When taken into consideration the fact that all of 
these records have been made within twenty-seven months 
one can readily appreciate that May Echo Sylvia has had 
She freshened as a senior four-year-old 
on December Ist, 1913, being very nearly five years old at 
the time. The following year she freshened on March lst 
and this year she freshened on March 22nd, which makes 
just two years, three months and twenty days from the 
time she freshened as a senior four-year-old to the date 
of her last freshening. Her best day’s milk was made on 
the day of the sale at Avondale, before a crowd of well 
known breeders who were attending the sale. The crowd 
did not bother her in the least while she was being milked 
and after giving 41.31 Ibs. at the 5 a. m. milking, and 38,5 
Ibs. at the 11 a. m. milking, she showed the crowd what 
she could do by giving 44.1 Ibs. at the 5 p. m. milking. 
This great record was made on her 5lst day under test. 
During the time she had been under test, two men have 
done the milking, one on each side, and the manner in 
which the pails were filled was an eye-opener to her 
spectators.

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I never saw a cow more anxious for her feed than May 
Echo Sylvia. One could hardly get time to put it in her 
manger before it was attacked like a wolf that had been 
starving for six months. During the time she was under 
test she never showed the slightest sign of being off feed, 
but would have taken more if given to her. One would 
naturally think that a cow making her record would have 
the best of attention, but it was not so. She received the 
same attention as the rest of the herd and sometimes not 
as much. There were many changes in the milkers during 
the length of time she was under test, but it made no dif- 
ference to May Echo Sylvia.

over this grass with a cutaway harrow, set at a good 
angle to throw off some dirt through the sod. If the sod 
is a little thin, four.to six quarts of alfalfa seed is sown, 
scratching it in with a weeder and following with a roller. 

The lifting action of the cutaway harrow opens up the 
sod, permitting the manure to reach to the roots of the 
grass; besides new seed will germinate more readily with 
the admission of air and sunlight. 

A splendid crop of hay is gathered each season under 
favorable weather conditions which supplanted with en- 
silage makes a full feed the year around that goes farthest 
in pure milk production without excessive cost.

The Cow In July 


The month of July ushers in a period that is all but in- 
viting to the industrious dairy cow, with an exception in 
a measure of those so fortunate as to exist in sections 
where alfalfa is the staff of bovine life. It is a season of 
flies, heat and pastures changing rapidly from green to 
brown. Pasture flies we may control in a measure by 
spraying materials and the effect of the heat has long 
ago been looked after by the provident dairyman in a 
liberal planting of shade trees. 

But the pastures—how many a cow, still in a good 
flow of milk, has to face the dry stems of July and August 
pastures. One well known observer and authority along 
dairy lines has stated that these are the critical months 


in profitable dairying. We quite agree with him. With 
other conditions reasonable, a cow will do better work on 
hay than on dry, weather-beaten and uninviting pastures; 
and it is at this season that there is a serious feed gap be- 
tween spring and summer pasture and the time the herd 
goes on winter rations in the fall. 

It will pay handsomely to look after this gap and es- 
pecially with cows of the persistent milking type. Keep 
them working; that’s the secret. A little grain if neces- 
sary is a money-making investment.—Pacific Dairy Review. 





When To Cut Hay 


“Make hay while the sun shines,” is the old rule and 
is always a good one to follow. Another rule which should 
receive consideration, according to Professor E. G. 
Schafer of the State Agricultural Experiment Station at 
Pullman, is that the hay crop be cut when the greatest 
total amount of digestible nutrients can be obtained. This 
condition will be attained somewhat earlier in the 
biennial and perennial legumes than in the grasses. 

Alfalfa makes the best quality of hay if it is cut just 
as it is coming into bloom, say when it is one-fourth in 
blossom. It will be more digestible if cut at this period 
and there will be less loss in leaves than if cut later. If 
cut earlier there will be a reduction in yield. Red clover 
should be cut at a little later stage of maturity or just 
when the first heads are turning brown. 

Sweet clover should be cut just before the blossoms 
appear. When cut at this stage it will retain less of the 
bitter taste and will be less coarse and woody than if cut 
later, 

Timothy, orchard .grass and other grasses should be 
cut after they are in bloom and when the seed is being 
formed. There is less loss in the grasses by the falling 
off of leaves as the plant advances in maturity than in the 
clovers. If timothy is cut too early it is more difficult to 
cure. 

Hay should not be cured so rapidly that the leaves will 
become dry and shatter while the stems still contain a 
great deal of moisture, but the moisture from both the 
leaves and stems should be evaporated largely through 
the leaves. When hay becomes partly cured in the swath 
and windrow it should be placed in cocks. When cured 
in this manner more leaves will be retained and a better 
color will result. Hay should be cured rapidly enough to 
prevent molding.

The dairy products premium list for 
the National Dairy Show at Spring- 
field, Mass., October 12 to 21, is ready 
for distribution. Because of the na- 
tion-wide campaign which the Na- 
tional Dairy Council has recently 
undertaken to stimulate the demand 
for more and better dairy products, 
the competition at this year’s dairy 
show should be the best ever. With 
people in the large consuming centers 
calling for the best butter, cheese, 
cream and milk, the maker or dealer 
who can prove quality by exhibiting 
a medal won at the National will have 
a convincing argument. 

The classifications are: Creamery 
butter, whole milk and hand separa- 
tor; dairy butter; cheese, American 
cheddar and Swiss, brick and Lim- 
burger; market milk and cream, certi- 
fied and pasteurized milk, the latter 
being a new class. The premiums in 
the butter and cheese classes will be: 
First, gold medal or trophy; silver 
and bronze medals to the second and 
third best from each state scoring at 
least 93; diplomas to each entry scor- 
ing 93 or better that does not take a 
medal. In the milk and cream classes 
the premiums will be the same except 
that firsts will be gold medals and the 
minimum score to win a prize shall 
be 95. 

The special classes are: To milk 
distributors whose. producers (pro- 
vided not less than 10 entries) show 
highest average score on market milk, 
premium, a banner; to local agent of 
Centrifugal Cream Separator Com- 
pany who has largest number of users 
of his separator exhibiting dairy but- 
ter, a banner; to highest in each 
state, bronze medal; to next five high- 
est in each state, diplomas.

By the Babcock method the results 
would have been still more marked, 
as there would have been less waste. 
Numerous other instances of marked 
improvement in butter production in 
this herd, by the use of this sire could 
be mentioned, but it will be more in- 
teresting to note the marvelous influ- 
ence he has had on the breed as a 
whole, in America. Did the Blue 
Book not confirm the facts I would 
hesitate to report them, fearing my 
reputation for veracity would be ques- 
tioned. 

According to the last Blue Book, 
five cows had made 40 pounds or more 
butter in a week. By tracing their 
pedigrees we find that all trace to 
Netherland Prince, Forty-one cows 
had made 35 pounds or more, and all 
but two traced to Netherland Prince, 
and one of these two traced to his 
brother, Netherland Duke. One hun- 
dred cows had made 33 pounds or 
over, all but three of which traced to 
Netherland Prince, and one of these 
to his brother. Four hundred seventy- 
three cows had made 30 pounds or 
more in a week, and 463 of these 
traced to Netherland Prince, and 4 
more to his brother, leaving only six 
that do not trace to Netherland blood. 


After closely studying the breeding 
problem for many years, and espe- 
cially after seeing the results of line 
breeding, and in some instances in- 
breeding, with the Netherland family, 
also observing the effect of crossing 
Netherland Prince on cows which 
were deficient in butter fat, the idea 
was conceived of going still further, 
and try to combine in one family all 
the most desirable qualities of the

L. J. CARRIER, . . 
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Fairly Satisfactory Adjustment 


E have a letter from one of the Directors of Farm 

Bureaus of New York State commending an edi- 

torial appearing in the July 15th issue of the World 
(Eastern). This editorial in discussing the New York 
State Fair prize list, recently made public, deplored the 
establishment in its present form of the special class for 
dairy cattle in groups of twenty-five or more, for which 
class it was proposed to offer $1000 in prizes, based upon 
a judgment for quantity and quality. Sixty per cent. was 
to be given for the former and but 40 per cent. for quality. 
A change has since been made in the plans, which estab- 
lishes a score of 50-50 for quality and quantity. 

Our correspondent desires us to call attention to the 
fact that the Farm Bureaus of New York are not respon- 
sible for the provision as it now stands, although admit- 
ting that the project was started by the Farm Bureau. 

We do not believe that we have ever implied that the 
Farm Bureaus, or in fact, any society or person, was di- 
rectly responsible for the addition of this class to the Fair 
prize list. As a matter of fact we believe that it was 
added to the list in an honest effort to arouse further in- 
terest in the Dairy Department and to provide ultimately 
for improvements in New York State’s dairy cattle. It 
seems that agitation for such a class to be established by 
the Fair, was started last winter by the Farm Bureaus 
with the idea of stimulating interest in dairy exhibits sim- 
ilar to the County exhibits of fruit, which were a feature 
of the 1915 State Fair. Assistant Cattle Commissioner D. 
S. McLaury succeeded in getting such a class authorized 
by the Fair Commissioners a short time ago, but with the 
60-40 scoring provision attached. The Farm Bureaus, al- 
though fathering the general plan, took steps to protest 
against this method of scoring and the Commissioners, 
after a later meeting, have now authorized a change to 
the 50-50 plan. 

The Farm Bureaus are now back of the plan for County 
exhibits and are lending their support in every section of 
this state in an effort to get out a creditable showing of 
cattle. We commend it reservedly; the commendation be- 
cause it calls forth an effort to show cattle at exhibitions, 
which is in itself a desirable thing; the reservation because 
not enough premium is placed upon quality. We urge 
upon county organizations to enter this show, remember- 
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ing that owing to the fact that as it is the fir 
a class has been called forth, in all probability 
be entirely satisfactory.

HEN the thermometer goes up, and no one denies 
W that it has been going up in practically every part 

of the Eastern States, man returns as closely to 
nature as possible. He casts off superfluous clothing, he 
seeks the sylvan dells, the shady nooks, even the shark 
infested surf, and most of all he regulates his diet. In 
doing the latter he unconsciously scores heavily for that 
friend of man, the dairy cow, for in seeking to put a 
lesser trial upon his digestive organs in hot weather, the 
average wise man drinks milk, eats ice cream and per- 
forms similar gastronomic tasks of ease and comfort. 

In a recent “straw vote” in a Syracuse restaurant, taken 
on a very hot day by counting the actual number of 
diners and making a cursory survey of their orders, it was 
found that nine out of every eleven men took some dairy 
product as a large, or at least a very substantial part of 
their meal. And it is safe to say that the pure Holstein 
product was, by far, the most popular. For when com- 
mercialism enters into the proposition, and no one will 
deny that it does in a restaurant, when digestibility and 
palatability is sought the pure lacteal secretion from the 
happy Holstein has the call.

We do not wish to 
Ser erstood as commending this attitude, nor as dis- 
oe nicemnge work of hands, but the fact that we, of the 
paraging have a problem to solve in the help question, 
ao gil to believe that we must meet our competition 
el lines of its own choosing. In other words, if shop 
life appeals to the worker, because of Its freedom from 
necessity to use brawn as well as brains, an appeal to 
draw men back to the farm and back to real health, con- 
tentment and enjoyment must be based upon like condi- 
tions. The environment, as far as the material to labor 
with, must be similar and then the appeal to sounder 
health and more freedom and enjoyment becomes more 
effective. 

If the shops steal your men with short hours, machin- 
ery, good pay, give your help reasonable hours, good ma- 
chinery to work with, good pay. It isn’t necessary to be 
extravagant, but it’s extremely essential to be reasonable 
with your help. If you can meet shop conditions, in all 
probability, the average hired man will not be so anxious 
to leave the farm. Man is a reasoning creature by nature 
and the business of farming needs those who reason far 
enough ahead to know when they are well off.

Breeders of purebred livestock throughout the country 
are learning what big business discovered years ago—that 
“It pays to advertise.” The breeding of purebred livestock, 
if successful, soon outgrows the local demand and an out- 
let must be sought in more distant sections where dairymen 
or breeders are desirous of securing new and better -blood 
for their herds. Here lies the stumbling block for so many 
small breeders. 

There may be several methods of advertising, through 
the livestock and agricultural journals, by notices in coun- 
try papers and by catalogues or private correspondence. 
Breeder journals and agricultural papers are the proper me- 
diums through which to advertise to secure buyers in dis- 
tant localities. 

1. Select a paper whose circulation reaches farmers and 
breeders of your breed of stock. One does not advertise 
firearms in a Quaker periodical.

2. Allow time for your advertisement to become familiar 
to the readers of that paper. The single issue advertisers 
seldom receive patronage. 


The catalogue method and a standard mailing list are 
expensive and seldom used unless followed by direct personal 
touch with the prospective purchaser. 

In filling mail orders resultant from advertising, the bet- 
ter the bargain you give the purchaser, the quicker your busi- 
ness will grow. How many would think of buying a horse 
by mail, yet this is commonly done where both the farm- 
paper afid the breeder are known to be reliable. Many re- 
liable breeders are selling through description and satisfying 
customers, so if your supply of purebred stock is outgrow- 
ing the local demand remember—it pays to advertise.—R. B.

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A New World’s Champion 
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QUEEN PIEBE MERCEDES 


Before another week closes it is en- 
tirely probable that the State of Min- 
nesota will have another world’s 
champion production of butter and 
milk over the 365 day route. At the 
E. C. Schroeder farm at Moorhead on 
July 29th, Queen Piebe Mercedes will 
complete a year’s run which was be- 
gun as a junior four-year-old. This 
week, if she maintains the production 
average to the end that she has held 
during the year, will give her a record 
of approximately 1418 lbs. of butter 
and 30670 lbs. of milk. Up to June 
lst the heifer had in 307 days, with a 
total of 26,098 lbs. of milk and 955.26 
lbs. of fat. We were advised at that 
time by Mr. Schroeder that she would 
have to average but 68 lbs. of milk 
per day for the next 45 days to make 
30,000 Ibs. of milk for the year. Dur- 
ing May she made above 100 lbs. of 
fat and this gave her owner reason 
to believe that she would beat Fin- 
derne Holingen Fayne for the fat rec- 
ords for a cow under full age. 

Later reports show that in 337 days, 
Queen Piebe Mercedes made 28,320 
lbs. of milk and 1310 Ibs. of butter. 
This left her just four weeks to go to 
the completion of her record and 
made it necessary for her to maintain 
an average of but 60 Ibs. of milk per 
day to establish a record of 30,000 lbs. 
and 22 lbs. of butter per week to 
wrest the laurels from Finderne Hol- 
ingen Fayne. It is entirely probable 
that she will “turn the trick.” 

Queen Piebe Mercedes is a daughter 
of Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes, the 
noted senior sire in the Schroeder 
herd. His dam was the world’s rec- 
ord cow, Pietertje Maid Ormsby, who 
was also one of the breed’s most noted 
show cows. She was also the dam of 
King Korndyke Hengerveld Ormsby, 
for whom Stevens Brothers Company 
of Liverpool, N. Y. paid $7,500 and 
who is now the senior sire at the 
Oneida Community herd at Kenwood. 
The dam of Queen Piebe Mercedes 
was Queen Piebe of Fairview, who 
had a good seven day record of 22 
Ibs. and a two hundred and fifty-seven 
day record of 562.14 lbs. of butter 


made from 13,769.8 lbs. of milk. She 
was a granddaughter of Piebe De Kol

noted De Kol Burke. 

Mr. Schroeder’s winnings in the 
prize list during the past year were 
greatly enhanced by the work of this 
great heifer. She secured first prize 
for seven day milk production in the 
eight months after freshening divis- 
ion, second prize for butter production 
for seven days in the eight months 
division, fourth prize for her 30 day 


milk record and was debarred from’ 


eleventh place in the 30 day butter 
fat production, from twenty-fourth 
place in the 7 day butter fat produc- 
tion and from fifth place in the seven 
day: milk production. She freshened 
last at the age of 4 yrs. 4 mos. and 22 
days, making 28.86 lbs. of butter from 
640.9 Ibs. of milk. Her 30 day record 
was 112.67 lbs. of butter from 
2636.2 Ibs. milk. When she came to 
compete, however, in the eight 
months division, she made in 7 days 
26.24 lbs. of butter from 551.8 Ibs. of 
milk, thus showing a very even and 
persistent production. The average 
fat percentage at the beginning of her 
record was 3.61 for the 7 day record, 
3.42 for the 30 day record, and 3.80 for 
the 7 day record eight months after 
freshening. 

In the junior four-year-old class 
she has already displaced the butter 
production of Milanhurst America De 
Kol, who had 1231 lbs. of butter. As 
a milk producer in this class she will 
displace Forward Somerset Duchess, 
who had 28,556 lbs. of milk. If she 
passes the 1400 lb. mark for butter 
production, as is indicated by the 
figures she will beat the three-year- 
old butter record of Finderne Hol- 
ingen Fayne, who made 1395.06 in one 
year. The only cows that will sur- 
pass her in butter production will be 
Finderne Pride Johanna Rue and 
Duchess Skylark Ormsby, both full 
aged cows.

All animals six months old or 
older, at time of sale, must have 
passed a tuberculin test, conducted 
by a state-authorized veterinarian. 
All females offered that are three 
years old or older, must have pro- 
duced a living calf within one year, 
or show unmistakable evidence of 
being in calf.at time of sale and 
every animal of either sex must be 
guaranteed a breeder. 

Every animal offered must be 
pledged to absolute sale, and every 
discovered violation of this rule will 
debar the offending consignor from 
the future privileges of the sale pa- 
vilion. 

A copy of the foregoing resolu- 
tions shall be published in full on 
all entry blanks and in all cata- 
logues used for sales conducted in 
the pavilion, and shall form a part 
of the rules of entry to which each 
consignor shall subscribe. 

It will be the policy of the Sale 
Corporation to suspend these rules 
in the case of a sale that shall be 
announced as a “rummy” sale and 
so described in every published ad- 
vertisement and also in the title- 
page of the catalogues of said sale.

How to Handle Smut 


Smut, how to combat it, is the ques- 
tion uppermost in the minds of the 
wheat growers of the northwest at the 
present time. Farmers have for years 
suffered heavy losses from _ this 
troublesome pest and _ have been 
greatly puzzled to know how to com- 
bat it. In spite of most careful treat- 
ment of seed, crops of winter wheat 
will very frequently. appear with a 
large percentage of smut. Director 
Ira D. Cardiff states that investiga- 
tions conducted at the State Experi- 
ment Station at Pullman, prove con- 
clusively that smut which _ infects 
wheat where seed has been carefully 
treated, comes very largely from smut 
spores which have been blown over 
the country in enormous numbers at 
threshing time.

Agriculture Prepared 


There will be no necessity for bread 
tickets or meat diet restrictions in the 
United States, in case of invasion by 
any foreign foe, because the American 
farmer is prepared for emergencies. 
This is the lesson drawn from an ag- 
ricultural preparedness survey just 
completed by Rock Island lines, as a 
voluntary contribution to the move- 
ment for industrial preparedness, in- 


augurated by the Naval 
Board. 

Emergency increases of from 10 to 
50 per cent. in the supply of bread- 
stuffs and pork are possible in most 
of the central Mississippi valley states; 
according to statements made by di- 
rectors of a dozen state experiment 
stations, and published in the July is- 
sue of The Southwest Trail, the Rock 
Island’s official farm magazine.

Quarantine Lifted from Illinois 


The counties of Lake, McHenry, 
Kane, Dupage and Cook, in the State 
of Illinois, have been released from 
quarantine for tuberculosis in cattle 
by an order signed by the Secretary 
of Agriculture July 19, 1916, effective 
August 1, 1916. These counties were 
the only portions of the State under 
quarantine. 

This order revokes the quarantine 
placed upon these counties by an or- 
der signed August 22, 1914, and ef- 
fective October 1, 1914. This quar- 
antine prevented the interstate ship- 
ment from the quarantined area of 
cattle for any purpose other than im- 
mediate slaughter unless the cattle 
had been tested with tuberculin by, 
or under the supervision of, a Bureau 
of Animal Industry inspector and 
were accompanied by a Bureau of 
Animal Industry certificate, including 
a tuberculin test chart, showing the 
cattle to be free from the disease. 


This quarantine was placed at the 
request and with the co-operation of 
the State Live Stock Sanitary Com- 
mission of Illinois, in order that the 
interstate movement might be pre- 
vented of breeding and dairy cattle 
which in numerous instances were 
found to be affected with tuberculo- 
sis on arrival in other states. This 
condition was brought about by the 
fact that Illinois did not have a law 
providing for the tuberculin test of 
cattle shipped either into or out of the 
state. 

In the absence of such a law, cer- 
tain persons in Illinois were able to 
make a business of buying up cattle 
in Illinois and elsewhere which the 
tuberculin test showed were infected 
and shipping these cattle throughout 
the country. This trade grew to con- 
siderable proportions. The men en- 
gaged in it operated in the five coun- 
ties which were quarantined, and the 
co-operation of the United States De- 





partment of Agriculture and the II- 
linois state authorities has resulted in 
stopping the traffic in reacting cattle 
from those counties.

We have 
seen the excellent care that his herd 
received at his hands, but we have 
also heard on many occasions” the 
question asked, “why don’t Welch

(Whether Mr. Welch did not be- 
lieve in forcing his animals into pub- 
lic attention by the best route avail- 
able to breeders, which 1s through the 
medium of the official test, whether 
he was too busy to take up the work, 
whether he had found it unnecessary 
in order to dispose of his surplus 
stock, or whether it was just pure 
modesty, we don’t know, but when 
James W. McAlister, the experienced 
Holstein sales general, took over the 
Welch herd to dispose of it in a lump 
he surely felt himself up against it.

School Credit for Farm Tasks 


The idea that certain practical work 
done by boys and girls on the farm 
should count as credits in the agri- 
cultural courses of the rural element- 
ary and high schools is growing 
rapidly in popularity among edu- 
cators. The basis for this idea is the 
belief that the farm may and should 
become the logical laboratory for 
testing out and putting into practice 
much that is taught in the schools, 
and that the schools by giving credit 
for home work can and should en- 
courage boys and girls to make prof- 
its for themselves or to become more 
directly helpful to their families, 
Educators, however, find some diffi- 
culty in defining just what work that 
the boy does on the farm should re- 
ceive an educational credit and how 
many credits should be allotted for 
the different kinds of work which 
really help the boy to master progres- 
sive methods. 

To assist the superintendents of 
schools and teachers, the specialists 
in Agricultural Education in the 
States Relations Service have recently 
published U. S. Department of Agri- 
culture Bulletin 385, School Credit for 
Home Practice in Agriculture. This 
bulletin which may be had free by 
educators as long as the Department's 
supply lasts, devotes a number of 
pages to tables and examples showing 
the nature of school credit projects 
and the amount of credit to be 
granted.

I have a six-year-old bull which is not doing 
well. He is pod bellied and thin. In March 
I ran out of clover hay and had to feed him 
coarse timothy, which may have caused this 
trouble, as previous to that his condition was 
good. Kindly advise. 

Mass. R. ¢. Me. 

Pay more attention to Prof. Sav- 
age’s articles on “Feeding” as they 
appear in this paper. You will learn 
by them that coarse timothy hay is 
not the proper thing for your bull’s 
digestive organs. Bulls, as a rule, do 
not get the care or exercise they need 
to keep them in good spirits and 
health. The harmony of your bull’s 
organism has been destroyed, or much 
weakened by under. nutrition and er- 
rors in diet with lack of exercise or 
his system would not manifest the, 
conditions you have described, al- 
though perhaps amenable to treat- 
ment. Efficiency in future care and 
proper rations are imperative. In line 
of medicine, first give one pound of 
Epsom Salts in quart of water, then 
for a two weeks’ treatment give once 
a day in a pint of water, Carbonate 
Ammonium, half ounce; Nux Vomica, 
one dram; Ginger, one ounce; Gen- 
tian, one ounce. 

I have a large Holstein cow due to freshen 
in two months. She appears ‘to lack vitality. 
The bowels and kidneys act sluggishly. What 
can I do to improve these conditions? Ap- 
petite is good, eats grain twice a day, but 
does not exercise much. 

New York. a Foe 

Clean up her system. Get natural 
secretions normal. Self poisoning or 
auto-intoxication will surely super- 
vene in a more or less degree at the 
time of calving, if you neglect to 
promptly and properly eliminate the 
poisons which are accumulating in the 
system. Make her take exercise—lots 
of it. Study Prof. Savage’s problems 
on “Feeding”, investigate and you will 
find that the cow which receives only 
plain, healthy food for three months 
previous to calving are free from 
Physiologic toxins and all secretions, 
especially excretions, are regularly 
performed. The cause of intestinal 
intoxication and sluggish organs with- 
out high living cannot exist. Plain 
food and plenty of exercise will be a 
great aid to nature’s efforts in time 
of calving. For treatment give Ep- 
som Salts, half pound; Gamboge and 
Saltpeter, half ounce each; every four 
days until you have given six doses, 
then repeat again in about two weeks 
previous to calving. Also use as a 
powder one pound of Bone Charcoal, 
half pound of Salt, half pound of Bi- 
Carbonate Soda mixed. Give table- 
spoonful on damp food twice a day. 

Advise what to do for cracked teats.

Federal Aid For Roads 


The sum of $85,000,000 of Federal 
funds is made available for the con- 
struction of rural roads by the pas- 
sage of the Federal Aid Road Bill 
which became a law on July 11, 1916. 
Of this sum, $75,000,000 is to be ex- 
pended for the construction of rural 
post roads under cooperative arrange- 
ments with the highway departments 
of the various states, and $10,000,000 
is to be expended for roads and trails 
within or partly within the National 
forests. The act limits the Federal 
government’s share in road work in 
cooperation with the states to 50 per 
cent. of the estimated cost of con- 
struction. Federal aid may be ex- 
tended to the construction of any 
rural post road, excluding all streets 
or roads in towns having a popula- 
tion of 2,500 or more except the por- 
tions of such streets or roads on 
which the houses are, on an average, 
more than 200 feet apart. 

Five million dollars is made avail- 
able for expenditure during the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1917, and there- 
after the appropriation is increased at 
the rate of five millions a year until 
1921, when the sum provided is twen- 
ty-five millions, making a total of sev- 
enty-five miilions. In addition, an ap- 
propriation of one million dollars a 
year for ten years, a total of ten mil- 
lion dollars, is made available for the 
development of roads and _ trails 
wholly or partly within the National 
forests. 

The class of roads to be built and 
the method of construction are to be 
mutually agreed upon by the Secre- 
tary of Agriculture and the State 
Highway Department.

Grisilda, 20.20; Pontiac Senora, 21.65; 
Vrouha Pontiac, 23.67; Artis Fochje 
Pontiac, 22.74; Pontiac Winona, 22.96; 
Pontiac Lilliepearl, 21.57; Lady Pietje 
Artis, 23.66; Pontia:: Maida, 20.75;

Handling Milk in the Home 


In handling milk around the home, 
do not pour it from one vessel to an- 
other until it is to be consumed. Do 
not let the bottle of milk remain out 
of the refrigerator a moment longer, 
than is necessary. Keep the milk cov- 
ered, using paper caps or an inverted 
tumbler on bottles, or storing it in 
covered utensils. Any household uten- 
sil that is to be used as a vessel for 
keeping milk should first be cleaned 
thoroughly and scalded. 

Before opening a bottle of milk, 
wash and wipe the neck and outside 
of the cap with water and a clean 
cloth. The little depression on the 
top of the cap may collect dust or 
water and any milk that leaks out may 
attract flies. Lift out the cap with a 
pointed instrument, so that the outside 
of the cap, which may be contami- 
nated, will not be pushed down into 
the milk. Each time the milk is to 
be poured from the bottle it is a wise 
precaution to wash the neck as de- 
scribed.

Where There Are Children 


Care of milk, important for all, is a 
vital necessity in a home where there 
are children. It is absolutely es- 
sential to the safety of babies. No 
intelligent mother will leave to an 
ordinary servant the task of caring for 
or preparing the milk for her baby. 
Mothers of small children should get, 
from their own physicians, explicit 
directions for the proper handling of 
milk and for cleaning and sterilizing 
nursing bottles. Pamphlets on infant 
feeding may be obtained from the 
municipal milk stations or health offi- 
ecrs. Milk for babies can not be kept 
too cold, and too’ much care can not 
be given to keeping it clean and 
covered.
